One of the most widely 
recognised European 
coaches is the West Ger- 
man Hennes Weisweiler, 
now with Cosmos in New 
York. 

Weisweiler — once a 
senior lecturer at the 
famous Cologne Sports 
University (Spor- 
thochschule Koln) on the 
subject of soccer — is 
more than a mere coach: 
he is one of the few deep 
thinkers in the game. 


Analysing modern 
soccer trends, he holds 
the view that the 


majority of successful 
teams all round the 
world use the tactical 
weapon of 
“forechecking.” 

This — also known as 
“pressing” — means 
that the strikers and mid- 
fielders of team “A" try 
to prevent the defenders 
or midfielders of team 
“B" in building up an at- 
tack. 

Indeed, the moment 
they lose the ball, they 
attack the defenders 
hoping to— 

a. win the ball back; 

b. creating such 
pressure that the ball will 
be given away. 

This is especially ef- 


«fective when the defen- 


ders are not completely 
skilled players and, un- 
der pressure, can make a 
simple mistake, such as 
sloppy backpasses, etc. 
Weisweiler admits 


that this tactical concept 
was adapted from 
basketball where every 
ball is contested even 
deep in “enemy” 
territory. 


This forechecking or 


pressing appears to be 
an ideal weapon and also 
ensures an attacking ap- 
proach to the game. 
Conversely, if a team 
allows to be put under 
such pressure, it will 
Jose the initiative for the 
rest of the match — or at 
least while this 
forechecking can be 
kept up. ‘‘This type of 
soccer comes naturally 
for the British players who 
are aggressive and attack 
the ball,” Weisweiler 


says. 

“The Dutch also use it 
but perhaps with more 
fore-thought and with 
slightly less vehemen- 
ce.” 

Weisweiler says the 
new Brazilian team is a 
master of this art, mainly 
due to the faultless 
positional sense of their 
players. 

“That's how they 
wiped the floor with 
Germany in the Mini 
World Cup in Mon- 
tevideo,” he says. 

“| was stunned when I 
saw that in the final 
against Uruguay after 
their - equaliser, the 
Brazilians gave up this 
forechecking and rein- 
forced their defence.

and width. 


“A team's success 
depends on whether

Weisweiler admits that 
these forechecking tac- 
tics also have weak poin-

The World Cup does not mean just planning, rebuilding and reconstruction in football 
rms. The work involved is much greater, touching on the social, political, economic 


24 teams will be present in Spain, every- 
one wants to see the national team setting 
their sights on reaching the final. 

To host the finals, the Spanish organis- 
ers have chosen 17 stadia in 14 cities— La 
Coruna, Gijon, Oviedo, Vigo, Zaragoza, 
Valladolid, Alicante, Bilbao, Elche, 
Malaga, Valencia, Sevilla, Barcelona and 
Madrid — with two stadia being used in 
these last three cities. 


As far as stadia redevelopment is con- 
cerned, everything is virtually on sche- 
dule, particularly with regard to the Nou 
Camp stadium in Barcelona where work 
to increase capacity from 90 to 120,000 
fans could cost £6.5 million. 

The only new stadium will be in Valla- 
dolid, while there have been’some prob- 
lems in Vigo. Nevertheless, it's now 
hoped that everything can go ahead at 
full steam. 

The organising committee anticipated 
costs of £14 million and the World Cup 
finances have been a theme of major 
concern. So far there have been two 
lotteries and a further valuable source of 
income has come from a tax on football 
pools. 

The organising committee meet 
monthly and one of their major objec- 
tives is to make sure that everything is 
heading towards a healthy profit. Apart 
from the direct football receipts, it’s 
hoped to gain from the manufacture and 
sales of shirts, souvenirs, coins and many 
other items promoted by Ibermundial-82. 

There will also be a special poster for 
each city as well as the main poster 
created by the artist, Joan Miré. 

As far as publicity is concerned, de- 
tailed planning continues and all dates 
have been confirmed — with the finals 
beginning on June 13 in Nou Camp, 
Barcelona and ending on July 11, in the 
Estadio Santiago Bernabeu in Madrid. 

It’s also worth mentioning that the 
organising committee have elected Juan 
Antonio Samaranch. recently-elected 
president of the International Olympic 
Committee, as an honorary member. 

Finally, just to underline the import- 
ance of the World Cup to the media. . . 
so far 791 journalists representing 532 
magazines, newspapers and radio and 
television in 56 countries receive the reg- 
ular bulletins issued by the organising 
committee, as well as 798 journalists from 
355 news organisations in Spain. 

Now the main task is to maintain the 
work going on, increase the pace at which 
it is progressing, and make the 1982 
World Cup finals the dramatic, exciting 
event such a competition demands.

STADIA WORK ON

WORK is already well underway in all 
the stadia which will stage matches’ next 
year.

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In 1976, the year before 
‘the formation of the 
Philips League, the foun- 
dations for the present 
Croatia side here laid 
down by a quietly spoken, 
but determined coach, 
Tony Schwarz. 

His reign at Croatia 
had been only for a 
couple of seasons, and 
he lasted only until 1977. 

But his effects on 
Croatia's recent suc- 
jcesses seem ‘small in 
comparison to what 
could be his one lasting 
achievement unear- 
thing Marijan Kovacic. 

In 1976 when Schwarz 
was building the young 
Croatia a few observers 
started to realise thal the 
core of a good side was 
being laid down, 

In that side there was 
John Davies 

‘| playing brilliantly with St 
George), Bobby Russell 
(now with Adelaide City), 
Marijan Koyacic, 
Vladimir Dudaric, Steve 
Blackburn (now with 
Riverwood), and — lan 
Stone (now lost to both 
State and Philips Soccer 
in the obscurity of alocal 
competition somewhere 
in Newcastle). 

Of that crop of talen- 
jted teenagers it looked 
as if either Stone or 
Kovacic would ‘make it’ 
in the big time. 

Davies was - con- 
sidered “too frail” (how 
wrong he has since 
proved the critics) while 
Blackburn and Dudaric 
failed to provide con- 
sistently good displays. 

As for Bobby Russell, 
his success is accredit to 
his own determination 

“| and ability to adapt, 

| lan Stone — often 
|patronizingly referred to 
‘as ‘the other Stone’ in 
feference to the more 
‘illustrious namesake 
Peter Stone, then of 
‘Wests and now of St 
George — left Croatia to 
travel to Britain, then 
returned to teaching in 
his hometown — of 
‘Newcastle. 

But Kovacic plugged 
on, and despite frequent 
lapses of form, he 
received encouragement 
and advice from 
Croatia's succeeding 
coaches and has 
developed into what 
most-critics agree is one 
‘of the most outstanding 
players in the State 
League. 

Tony Schwarz said he 
recognised there were 
some young players in the 
Groatia youth teams who 
could be marvellous 
players. 

“| first saw Marijan 
playing in the Under 16 
team and | was im- 
pressed by his skill and 
sense of position,” Tony 
said, this week. 

“At first | brought in 
some of the younger 
players to train with the 
first grade, just to see 
how they adapted. 

“Three youngsters gut 

-].a chance: Marijan, Tom 
Basic and Vladimir 
Dudaric. 

|| “Eventually they all 
got regular places in the 
first team, and joined 
dohn Davies, Bobby 


{now* 
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Russell and lan Stone. 

“That was when | felt 
that the side was taking 
shape and character, 
Tony said. 

Guided by the older 
players such as Peter 
Mullen, Maurice Sullivan 
and Billy Millen, Croatia 
started to play some 
magical football. 

They excited their fans 
and the football purists; 
but failed to arouse the 
attention of the majority 
of the soccer press 
because they often lost 
matches through inex- 
perience. 

“One of the factors 
which has allowed 
Marijan to continue to 
develop as a fine player, 
is his burning ambition 
to succeed," Tony said. 

“lan Stone was 
equally - as talented, 
perhaps even more con- 
structive, but his heart 
wasn't in the right place 
to keep battling fora fir- 
st team position,” Tony 
said. 

“John Davies is the 
same as Marijan 
that's why he has suc 
ceeded despite the in- 
juries,” he added. 

Tony said he used 
Marijan as a reserve in 
several matches in 1976, 
gradually easing him into 
the side, 

His first full match 
was against Wests on 
May 2, 1976 at the age of 
149 when Croatia played 
at the Sydney Athletic 
Field and won 3-1. 

“We were down 1-0 at 
half time, and as | walked 
into the dressing room | 
saw Marijan sitting on a 
bench with his head 
between his hands,” 
Tony said. 

“Tt went over and asked 
him what was wrong and | 
saw he was weeping. 

“| was a little sur- 
prised as | thought he 
had been playing well, so 
| asked him what was 
wrong and he. told me 
that one of Wests better 
known defenders had 
told him if he touched 
the ball in the second 
half he'd get his leg 
broken,” Tony said. 

“{ just told him to 
forget it, that by saying 
that, the player had 
proven he was having a 
good game, and | just 
told him to get on with 
showing what he could 
do. me 

“Three minutes after 
the break Marijan scored 
a brilliant diving header 
and we went on to win 3- 
1," Tony said. 

Story book stuff? 

Perhaps, but Marijan’s 
career has had some- 
thingof the fairy tale 
about it since he arrived 
in Australia, 

He was born in 
Yugoslavia on August 
15, 1957 and arrived with 
his parents in 1971 when. 
he was 13. 

“in Yugoslavia we 
weren't allowed to play 
competition football un- 
til 16, but we still piayed 
pick-up games of cour- 
se,” Marijan said. 

“When. we arrived in 
Australia 1 Started 
playing with the Fairfield 
Police Boys team and 
then in 1974 was invited 


to join Polonia where | 
played second grade for 
half a season, and then 
moved into the first 
grade team.” 

‘At school he pickec tu: 
the nickname ‘Curly . 
monicker that has stuc 
ever since, 

“When [first turnec up. 
at the school none of tne 
other kids, apart from 
the Yugoslav kids, could 
say my name properly, 
so my closest friend 
dreamed up the 
nickname in reference to 
my hair. 

“Ever since, especially 
in soccer circles, I've 
been known as that," he 
said. 

“My first team debut 
is a match | will long 
remember, even though 
we lost 4-1 againt 
Melita in the second 
division.” 

Marijan said during the 
year he was approached 
by several Croatia of- 
ficials who suggested he 
trial with them before the 
"75 season. 

“Rex Foster was the 
one who suggested the 
move, and | ended up in 
the Croatia third grade 
sid ie said. 

Marijan said he felt 
Tony Schwarz had the 
greatest influence on 
him in the game. 

“| don’t want to take 
anything away from any 
of the coaches I've had; 
Atti Abonyi, Luke 
Fabijanic or Domagoj 
Kapitanovic,” — Marijan 
said. 

“But Tony was the one 
who gave me my first 
break in the first grade at 
Croatia — and from then 
I've never looked back,” 
he said. 

Marijan said he 
remembers his first two 
maches in the first team: 
he came on as a sub- 
stitute against 
Wollongong and grab- 
bed the equaliser in the 
2-2 draw with a header 
‘one minute from time. 

He wasn’t used the 
following week and the 
side crashed 5-1 to St 
George, but he was in 
the side against Wests in 
the 3-1 win. 

“| thought all my bir- 

thdays had come at on- 
ce," Marijan said. 
“Two games and two 
goals, but especially the 
first one, was something 
special. 

“However, things 
soon came back down to 
earth and | discovered it 
was a lot of hard work to 
keep a first grade spot,” 
he added. 

Marijan said he felt his 
natural position was in 
midfield, rather than in 
the forward line where he 
made a name for himself 
in the first few years with 
Croatia. 

He said he enjoyed the 
position more than 
anywhere else. 

“You don't depend on 
anyone as a midfielder,” 
he said. 

“The pace of the 
game, the creativity 
rests on your shoulders. 

“Some players get 
frightened by __ that 
responsibility, 

“Tove it,” he said. 


Naturally, he has am- 
bitions about where he 
would like to see himself 
playing. 

“But | feel that | have 
some obligations to 
Croatia. 

“They were the first 
club to give me a chance 
at the big time and they 
have treated me very well 
throughout the time I've 
been with the club. 

“They are a good club 
and I'd love to play with 
them in the Philips 
League where | believe 
they should be,” Marijan 
said. 

“lalso have a dream'to 
play for Australia, some- 
thing _ that would 
probably depend on 
which feague | eventually 

-end up in,” he said. 

Marijan said he had 
several offers this year 
from Philips League 


clubs but turned each 
‘one down. 

He said his first aim 
this year was to help 
Croatia win another 
premiership and to get 
his Graphic Design 
degree. 

“| knew that playing in 
the Philips League 
wouldn't enable me to 
finish my studies 
properly and | was 
determined to finish the 
course,” he said. 

Players like Marijan, 
who despite his relative 
youth are considered the 
‘old hands’ of Croatia, 
will be needed for the 
future. 

As one official said, 
there have been massive 
player changes at 
Croatia in the past four 
years, but they know 
which players to hold on- 
to.

“What's wrong with Rugby ‘League? 

Everything"'—said the headline ina daily 
newspaper, 

Then, in along dissertation, the writer tried to 
explain why RL was losing its public appeal and 
mentioned a host of trivial ‘problems’ as the likely 
causes of the downfall. 

This selt-flagellation isn’t new to us in soccer; 
we have been asking the same question now for 
many years. 

What surprises me is that neither rugby nor 
‘soccer officials seem to understand that there is 
not much wrong with their gam 

It’s the people that something is ‘wrong’ 
with—the same people who, in previous years, 
couldn't tive without the game but gradually, 
sometimes paintully, have learned the art of it. 

And all that is due to nothing more than altered 
or refined tastes ina rapidly changing and in- 
creasingly affluent, leisure-oriented society. 

That's the main—if not only—reason why soc- 
cer, rugby, horseracing, trotting, ete. are all losing 
crowds. 

At first all these sports held deep fears that the 
crowds were deserting them for another sport. 

But they should know by now that this isn't the 
case; people are dropping out as spectators com- 
pletely, 

The primitive,-often archaic sporting facilities 
and mundane presentation ‘techniques’ are now 
ERG, Australian sports pay for their fathers’ 
sins, 

/1do hope the Victorians won't be too smug 
about this. | am certain that this trend will soon hit 
their now prosperous VFL, too, unless the good 
people of Melbourne make up a totally different 
race,living under vastly different conditions. / 

To putit bluntly, the average Australian, living in 
acomfortable home, driving agood car, probably 
owning a boat or swimming pool, belonging to 
several social clubs and having spare cash for 
holidays, travel and weekend outings, must be an 
absolute fanatic to spend a Sunday afternoon ina 
primitive ‘stadium’ watching some football. 

All but these fanatics are now vanishing from 
the sport, 


(wish | could convince the ASF executive mem- 
bers that all this has nothing to do with the num- 
ber of juniors we have and are happily ‘stealing’ 
from the hated rugby codes. 

We can have a million juniors racing around 
madly on Saturdays ‘playing soccer’ and yet the 
ae 's spectator appeal will go further down and 

flown, 

The two questions are not inter-related at all; 98 
percent of today's juniors won't even remember at 
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age 20 tnat iney ever piayea soccer, let alone turn 
themselves into spectators. 

The danger in soccer is not that we have 
problems—but that our ‘wise’ leaders are simply 
incapable of recognising them. 

The current administrations are guilty of run- 
ning the game as though we were still in the 1950s 
eatering for down-at-the-heel newly arrived 
migrants and austerity-trained Aussies 

We have—I am told—some very clever, smart 
and cunning administrators with brilliant political 
and business contacts. Perhaps. But we have very, 
very few intelligent ones, capable of visualising 
trends against.the background of a changing 
Australian—or Western—soclety. 

If we demand that these people step down.and 
hand over the reins, it shouldn't be only because 
they cannot run the game's daily household 
chores; it should be because they lack even 
mocgest theories, let alone well defined 
philosophies needed tor the reformation and 
restructuring of the game. 


What we need in the 1980s is something a bit 
better than #950 ideas and approaches, 

People don't mind paying more and more for top 
entertainment but they are loath to pay a cent for 
an inferior product. 

They are willing, indeed, happy to fork out $25 
for a good seat at the Opera or to see Evita but will 
pass up the chance to watch an amateur theatrical 
society in the suburbs even if that show is free. 

And much of our soccer—even the elite Philips 
League—is often in the amateur theatrical class. 


What about ASF Marketing, that strange, 
“almost mysterious organisation? 

On the whole, they are envied, hated—and 
misunderstood. 

Their job is to sell saccer as a product to big 
business; to bring in revenue from marketing, 
franchising and endorsement rights, possibly ob- 
tain sponsorships, negotiate TV deals and some 
such. 

But they are not there to promote the game, to 
select teams, enlighten coaches and presidents, 
modernise grounds and sell each individual club 
to the Media—and to their own public. 

This remains the duty of all the clubs; there is 
no deus ex machina syndrome here, a sort of 
manna from heaven. 

It a West Adelaide decides to field, week after 
tedious week, a team which is constitutionally 
inadequate; if a Wollongong cannot win a home 
game only every three months—Marketing can't 

change all that. 

Blacktown are perfectly entitled to call their 
home ground a ‘stadium’—but that quaint cold- 
comfort venue without a grandstand or even com- 
fortable seats or benches won't become a proper 
‘stadium just because of the name, no matter what 
Marketing does, the same way that the local 
parish church will not become a cathedral whether 
a deranged minister calls it that ornot. 

All reforms and improvements must come 
from within the clubs; neither the ASF nor the PSL 
or Marketing can do the trick. 

However, if Marketing can be indicted for any 
alleged ‘crime,’ it must be on the basis that they 
have never properly articulated their mission, 

To this day the majority of fans hold the totally 
incorrect view that ASF Marketing's job is to 
become a baby-minding centre for the 16 PSL 
clubs. 

Actually, Marketing’s job is to sell the product, 
not to manufacture it; if the product remains in- 
ferior, they will fail. 

And | am surprised, if not dismayed, that 
Marketing has never bothered to engage a good 
soccer-minded PR to put their credo in words and 
spell out towards the clubs and the public just 
what they have to do and what they DON'T have to 
perform. 

In fact, Marketing's presence, without very lucid 
guidelines understood by the club managements 
and memberships, is a sort of a handicap for the 
very reason that certain reforms are foolishly ex- 
pected from them which clearly fall outside their 
jurisdiction. 

‘And when things go on stagnating—Marketing 
cops the abuse. 


If soccer is experiencing a season of discon- 
tent, if not crisis, only the major clubs can over- 
come it. 

But you see very few signs that the problems 
are being spotted, analysed and then tackled. 

The majority of our leading clubs are run exactly 
the same way they were run 25 years ago, with 
well meaning but ineffective and unimaginative 
committees whose members regard.the game as a 
pleasant diversion, a weekend hobby. 

The ‘glamor quotient’ of the game has remained 
roughly the same as it was a generation ago—and 
this is obviously not good enough in an age when 
myriad forms of top-class entertainment, both 
public and in the home, are competing for the 
average man’s dollars and leisure hours. 

Occasionally one can see a dim ray of hope over 
the horizon; some grounds are now quite accep- 
table, a few club administrations are getting 
gradually streamlined, a few highly qualified 
coaches do exist. 

But these ingredients have to be blended 
together to produce the type of entertainment the 
man of the 1980s demands. 

It, tor example, we had a glamor team, like the 
‘old Prague’ playing scintillating soccer in acom- 
fortable, modern-stadium like St.George’s and the 
games were well promoted and publicised, you 
would again get those elusive crowds of 8,000. and 
more. 

Peopie want to sit in comfort, have an unob- 
structed view of the pitch, enjoy neat and clean 
catering facilities and use a car park and then see 
a truly outstanding team in action—and they are 
willing to pay $10 for the pleasure of it all. 

If one or more of these ingredients are missing, 
the magic circle is broken and the experiment 


fails. —Andrew Detire
